rope. It can drive colossal hammers 
or propel cars, or it can be made to 
perform the most delicate operations. 
it sends out messages round the world, 
lets us talk to each other miles apart, 
ring* our fire-bells, lights our streets 
and houses, runs our machinery, cures 
our sick, performs surgical operations, 


: "takes photographs, runs sewing-ma- 
chines, plates our dinner services, al- 
lows itself to be condensed and stored 
away in boxes, regulates the blood.ger- 
minates seeds, is the most favorite form 
in which- Nature chooses to display her 
energy, and is even pronounced capa- 
ble of transporting the tremendous 
Losse-power o< Niagara to undertake 
mechanical work in Montreal, Now 
York, Philadelphia, and Boston at onco 
—and all this though wo aro standin" 
only ontha threshold of its science, and 
as yet know comparatively littlo of 
its possibilities. 


Almost every day seems to add to 
these possibilities. Tho latest of them 
is Mr. Siemens' curious experiments 
with tho electric light in its influence 
upon vegetation. Hitherto it has been 
known that vegetation .needs light, and 
it has been also supposed that vegeta- 
tion must repose in the darkness, or, to 
speak more familiarly, that plants must 
sleep at night, as they do not grow in 
the darkness. Mr. Siemens boldly con- 
ceived that they ought to grow in the 
night as well as in the day, and that 
they would do so if he could provide 
them with an artificial sunlight. 
At 


first his plants withered and sickened 
in the electric.light, but by diffusing it 
through a clear glass shade he repelled 
the refrangible rays in the electric arc 
which destroy vegetable colls, and shed 
upon them only those which quicken 
their life. Tho result was marvelous. 
Ho compelled his flowers and fruits to 
grow night and day, giving them no 
rest except Sunday nights, and he says 
that the "grapes have a stronger flavor 
than others, the melons are more aro- 
matic, the strawberries aro richer col- 
ored, and the. bananas have loss than 
usual the taste of unscented soap." To 
generate the electricity ho has to have 
an engine, but ho manages to make it 
profitable by substituting tho waste 
steam condensed for his former green- 
house stoves. What he docs upon a 
small scale ho thinks can bo done by 
wholesale, which leaves the London 
Times to draw the following glowino- 
picture of the possibilities of this inte£ 
esting discovery: 


"Thorn is no reason why the Man- 


chester mill-owner, after displaying his 
calico machinery, should not usher his 
guest into vineries and pineries on tho 
other side of the wall. There the lio-ht 
which moves tho shuttles will have 
been up all night mcllowinw frao-rant 
fruit. The iron and steel kings o? the 
North and the West will bo aElo in tho 
morning to reveal to the bewildered 
visitor Titanic hammers tractable to the 
thrill of a wirefu! of electricity. 
After 


dinner they nVayescot him a mile off 
from twenty-eight to six 
to see ono cornfield ««w3n» ™?£»*«»«ntJ. boato a minute, 
to see ono cornfield growing yellow 
under tho radiance of tho same light 
which subjugated tho metal mass, anc 
another crop already falling beneath an 
electric sickle. Tho neighborhood of n 
factory or a forge, now the most insu 
perable of objections, will then bo a 
distinct 
attraction. 
Advertisement 


may be expected to dwell rhetorically 
on tho advantages of garden land in 
tho near vicinity of a busy manufactut 
ing town with abundance of eno-in« 
power. If London do not spin cotton 
or forge iron, it is an insatiable con 
suracr of mechanical force in other 
shapes. The more electricity it accu 
mulates for its ordinary daylight re- 
quirements tho better for its vegetable 
produce. By tho time tho metropolis 
has rebelled finally against its gas com 
panics and bathes in a shower of elec- 
tric moonbeams, fresh exemplifications 
of the system may cover the roofs o: 
Lombard street with exquisite orch 
ards, and raise bright gardens in the 
then superfluous coal-cellars." 


There is something of the humorous 


in the manner that Mr. Siemens has 
taken hold of his flowers and vege- 
tables and compelled them to disobey 
the great law of Nature by workin« 
night and day, giving them no rest, and 
hurrying up their vitality at railroad 
speed. It may bo a pleasant thought 
for the farmer that his corn is growin<* 
while he is sleeping, but it seems a lif- 
tle hard that the corn should bo bereft 
of its rest and sleep. It needa its sleep, 
and it does not seem consistent to force 
Nature and upset her practices, nor do 
we believe that the corn, or tho grape, 
or the banana will be any tho better for 
doing compulsory night-work. It is in 
keeping, however, with the tendency 
of the present age to do everything on 
perpetual high pressure. l>r. Siemens 
may hurry up his plants, but they finish 
their work all the sooner and disap- 
pear just as human beings do. Tho old, 
slow ways of Nature aro tho best, and 
she is quick to revenge any interfer- 
ence with her processes.

Care of and Hint* to 


Sick. 


Callers on the 


Whenever wo hoar of a friend or 


neighbor falling suddenly ill we are 
anxious, if well, to call and offer our 
assistance and sympathize with tho in- 
valid and their friends. This is rin-ht: 
it is just as it should be. I love to liavd 
my friends call on mo when I am sick. 
It cheers mo up and takes my mind off 
from self for the time being. 


We all know what a blessing it is to 


havo a friend in affliction; one that we 
can place confidence in when wo are 
worn out with watching over a sick- 
bed; one that will care for their every 
want just as cheerfully, lovingly and 
trustwotrhily as wo could ourselves. 
This is tho kind of help we need atsuoh 
times, if we need any. 


There aro times when calling on the 


sick does great harm; for instance, II a 
person lies dangerously ill, or at the 
point of death, to have tho house filled, 
from morning till night, with callers, 
that conic out of idle curiosity and stay 
hours and gossip, when they can do no 
earthly good. This is decidedly wrong. 
Only call at the door (unless you are 
sure your friend is able to sec you 
without harm) and inquire for his wel- 
fare, and express a wish to stay if you 
can be of any service; if not, leave im- 
mediately. 


Enter ami leave the house and move 


about the room quietly. Carry a cheer- 
ful face, and speak cheerful words, full 
of sympathy. In order to cheer, it is 
not necessary to comment upon all the 
unfavorable symptoms of the patient, 
but make the most of the favorable 
ones. 
Talk about something outside; 


tell tho news, but not the list of thesick 
and dying. 


sick-room; this excites the curiosity, 
and often leads your friend to think 
you are alarmed, and that his is a 
hopeless casje.^S'he result is yourfriend 
gets discouraged and nervous, and 
grows worse in a very short time. Do 
not ask questions, and thus oblige your 
friend to talk. 


If possible.••, carry;; something with 


you to please the' eye and relieve the 
monotony of the sick-room; a pretty 
china cup, ^o be used whenever a drink 
is wanted, or a bouquet of flowers is a 
suitable gift; these especially please 
children; and; if .desirable, some littlo 
delicacy to tempt; the appetite will bo 
well bestowed, but avoid; <ttie .common 
custom of teinwting thena^ith unwhole- 
some things.' Stay only a moment; or a 
few moments at the most, unless you 
can bo of some help. 
; 
: 


I believe in every family taking care 


of their own sick, as,far as possible, for 
this reason: It.ia." best to have ono 
steady nurse; patients, as a rule, have 
better care, .less^jconfusion, and medi- 
cine is given with more regularity. 


When I am called toj watch over a 


sick person, this Is .one of the first 
questions: Do you glye your own med- 
icine, or am I to give it?, In nine cases 
out of ten I ami to give it- Well, tlie 
next thing, to be done is to take the 
directions for giving the medicine. I 
go to the table or stand; my eyes' rest 
upon a goblet of solution, a vial of pel- 
lets, two and perhaps three diflbront 
kinds of powders, the three clusters so 
near together it Is a hard matter to tell 
" tother from which." I find, by look- 
ing them over, that the doctor has not 
written out tho direction in full. I turn 
to, the late nurse and ask how It is 
given, and lie or sho goes on to toll, 
and when they have finished it would 
defy a "Philadelphia lawyer" to un- 
ravel the mess correctly. This neglect 
on tho part of the physician is, in my 
humble opinion, unpardonable. 


I never allow a doctor to leave tho 


house without writing out the directions 
of the medicine to bo given in full and 
legibly. 


2. The nurse must follow out the di- 
rections, as given, to the letter, and 
watch the result, anil bo able to givo 
the symptoms Of tho patient correctly 
to the physician in attendance on his 
next call. 


3. Ask what effect the medicine left 


should have upon tho naticnt if it works 
as ho would wish, and what the result 
would be if it should work contrary or 
tho dose prove too largo; then if he 
(the doctor) is at a distance you can 
use your own judgment in case all is not 
right. 


By a close observance of tho above 
one cannot fail to make themselves use- 
ful in tho sick-room. 


Every intelligent person should know 


how to ascertain tho state of the pulse 
in 
health; then, 
by comparing it 


with 
what 
it 
is 
when 
he 
is 


ailing, 
he may 
havo some 
idea 


ot tho urgency of his case. Parents 
should know tho health pulse of each 
child—as now and thena person is born 
with a peculiarly slow or fast pulso — 
and tho very case in hand may be of 
that peculiarity. 
Au infant's pulse is 


140; a child of seven about eighty, and 
from twenty-eight to sixty years it is 
seventy be_ats a minute, declining to 
sixty at eighty. A healthful grown 
person's pulso beats seventy times a 
'minute; thero may be good health 
down to sixty, but if the pulso always 
exceeds seventy there is disease; the 
machine is working itself out; thero is 
fever or inflammation somewhere, and 
tho body is feeding on itself; as in con- 
sumption, when tho pulso is quick, that 
is over seventy, gradually increasing, 
with decreased chances of cure, until it 
reaches 110 or 112, when death comes 
before many days. When tho pulso is 
over seventy for months, and there is a 
slight cough, tho lungs are affected. 


It is also essential to know how to 


hold a sick person with case. Never 
grasp him or support any part of tlio 
body with tho tips of your fingers, but 
With the whole breadth of your hand 
laid smoothly on the skin. If you use 
the finger ends for holding any wei"ht, 
they will press and dig into tluTpa- 
tient's flesh, causing him great discom- 
fort, particularly if the part bo at all 
inflamed; but if your whole hand, with 
fingers a little spread out, divide tho 
^weight over its surface, no discomfort 
"or as little as possible is produced. 


Persons desirous of ascertaining tho 


true state of their lungs ara directed to 
draw in as much breath as they con- 
veniently can; they are then to count 
as far as they are able in a slow and 
audible voice without drawing in more 
breath. The number of seconds they 
can continue must be carefully ob- 
served. In consumption the time does 
not exceed ten and is frequently less 
than six seconds. 
In pleurisy and 


pneumonia it ranges from nine to four 
seconds. When the lungs aro ia sound 
condition the time willrango as hi^h as 
from twenty to thirty-five seconds. 


To keep ice in tho sick room: Cut of 
flannel about nine inches square and 
secure it by ligature round tho mouth 
of an ordinary tumbler so as to leave 
the cup-shape depression of flannel 
within the tumbler to about half its 
depth. In tho flannel cup so formed 
pieces of ice may be preserved many 
hours, all the longer if a piece of lian- 
nel from four to five inches square bo 
used as a loose cover to the ico cup. 
Cheap flannel with comparatively open 
meshes is preferable, as the water easily 
drains through it and tho ico is kept 
quite dry.—Cor. Detroit free Press. 


Perils of Ridicule. 


I know of no principle which it is of 


more importance to Dx in the minds of 
young people than that of the most do- 
:ermmed resistance to the encroach- 
ment of ridicule. Give up to the world, 
and to tho ridicule with which the 
world enforces its dominion, every 
trifling question of manner and appear- 
ince; it is to toss courage and firmness 
to tho winds, to combat with the mass 
m such subjects as these.
